2. I attach a table of figures showing the 
monthly total of rata collected for the six 
months of the year from August, 1908. 
‘Tho system of giving rewards was abolished 
and a system of rat-catcbers was after- 
watda established. The figures show, I 
think, that the persont aystem ia wnecessful 
in Victoria’ but that it is nob ‘successfull in 
Kowloon. The roturns for tho last six 
weeks have Koen small, Thero are 250 rat 
bins and not twenty rats colloctad per day. 

8. I attach a minute from.the Medical 
Officer of Health and one from tho As- 
aistant Medical Officer of Health, Kowloon, 


with regard to poison,’ Poisoning was |- 


carried out by the inspectors in ‘shops.on 
the ground floors and by the various street, 
committees acting under them in family 
houses. Great assistance was given by 
the Chinese committee in. explaining to 
the people the uso of the poison and 
any difficulties which were experienced, 
Every precaution was taken to make 
the people careful.. As to .ite use 
‘thore were ono or two accidents reported. 
No serious reanits are’ known to have 
ocourred, ‘The annual number of rata col- 
lected do not show a very great increase 
but both tho Medical Officer of Health and 
the Assistant Modical Officer of Health are 
convinced of its utility snd both reoom- 
mend that « regular system - -of poisoning 
be resorted to. ‘The reason for this is that 
the Chinese have answored readily in the 
way of keeping cats but they will nob thus 
continue to take an active interest in the 
wny of setting traps and if the keeping of 
eats is nn excellent measure it is hardly in 
iteolf sufficient. 

4,. If the Board approve of a regular 
system of rat poisoning I would: recommend 
the following. - 

(a). Every Friday the ipspector shall 
aerve notices on sll the housea which 
are going to be visited during . goucral 
clesnsing the fellowing . weeks. With 
him ho: ehall take sround poison and 
bait any hee, where oe owner is 
willing ahall be dane.’

In Kowloon it will be 
Cis with hardly any. interference with 
aae cleansing or ther work, to bait the 
ground floors of the’ whole -area once a 
month. The baiting will take about four 
afternoons, and’a further, four niternocs 
will be devoted to taking up the. 
‘The system, of course, depends on the wile 
ingnens of the Chinese te receive the poison, 
but I don’t think they will raise objections. | 
I do not consider it advisable to hait private 
houses, where supervision is nob easy, and 
whore difficulties are‘ more ‘likely to: arise. 
Batthe Assistant Medical Officer of Health 
at Kowloon suggests that bird lime boards 
wivate houses when 
notices ste served for house cleansing, 
where people are willing to receive them, 
and taken up again at tho genoral cleansing 
‘by the inspector. This procedure might be 
tried as an experiment in Kowloon. ‘where 
further stops ogainst tate’ are seen to ho 
necessary and where the’ e people asa whole 
are mora easily dealt with.

2. That our objoct is to educate mon 
who will be of practical usa to China, as 
engineers, doctors, surveyors, electriciara, 
&e. and alsa, I hope, asvfiicials, administra- 
tors and governors. For the latter, I hope, 
we may be able to establish an Arts degree, 
which shall embrace instruction in Chinese 
literature and classics as well asin tho 
History and Ethics of the Weatern races. ; 

3. Finally we are nnanimoas that the 
graduates of Hongkong shall be men of the 
highest. moral character- patriotic and 
broadminded, and to this end ‘we desire 
that during their College course they shall 
‘be under the best influences, in touch with 
the leading Chinese citizens of this Colony, 
and under the close suporvision of able 
and high-minded tutors, :

4. Finplly I would impress upon you 

that our University will only issue degrees 
of the same yalue as degrees conferred by 
Universities in England.
